The reluctant luiniatty iiuvu mot the 
house, a speakor haa been choaon from 
the Opposition ranks, tho speech has been 
rsad, and the multitude who came ex- 
pecting to hear that the country had got 
iH money's worth, liavo carried away the 
impression that the fragment of the Bea- 
ven government are, a cheap lot which it 
wore well to be rid of m quickly and as 
inexpensively as possible. The scene on 
tUe-floor and in theijallerios was as briglit 
and sparkling as the proa;inco of an un- 
usually large number of ladies could make 
uiake it; but the scone oij and about the 
government benches was as dreary and 
solemn as a second-class funeral. Tho 
only two ministers who put in an appear- 
ance looked as if they were on trial for 

' heinous ' oflencos, and the premier's 
facSj »» Pan O'Oonnell would say, "wore 
tt smile like the brass plate of a coiBn." 
From tho lirst it became evident that the 
Opposition were determined to take mid 
tors into their own hands anil forco tlu- 
government to do their bidding. It w:i3 
known that the premier had maJd un 
otlbrt tojicnlly a .majority to support a 
government man or an independent for 
apoaker. But ho failed and Mr. Uuck 
(an independent) nominated Mr. Mara— 
!L leading; Oppoaitioniat and one of the 
oldest and most capable menibera ot' tho 
Bouse— for the position. The leader of 
the Opposition seconded the nuiiiiiiatijn 
and Mr. Mara went in with a rush by the 
unanimous vote of the house. Then tho 
lieut. governor came down with the 
speech wUicli waa received in grim sil- 
ence— nut a chuur or even a more mild 
manifestation of approval being raised, 
livoryono saw th.at the little measure of 
j)roBperity tho province now enjoys has 

.notsprung from tho policy of tlio gov- 

■ crnnient; and as to the "improved con- 
dition of agriculture," has not Mr. Heav- 
en done all in his power to crush and 
weigh down the agriculturist with heavy 
taxes and usurious interest? Tho coal, 
mineral and soawealth of tlie province, 
stock-in-trade topics, are kept on hand 

, to sorvo on the padding for all the speeches 
of the present government. The public 
learned with surprise that the govorii- 
mont have "again urged" upon tho On- 
tario governtnent to open the mainland 
railway lands to sottloment when tlie 
fact is notorious that tho persona who are 
responsible for tho lands being locked up 
are Beaven & Go. The failure in their 
Island railway policy is freely confo-SLMj 
and for the fourth time tho country 
is told that the Federal government have 
been asked to take steps to secure tho 
commencement of that work "as early as 
practicable in the spring." The sting of 
the quotation lies in the fact that Mr. 
BeftVen killed tho only, practicable scheme 
and took tho Island railway _ bolt out of 
tho hands of the Ottawa govarnment, 
thus seriously and, as some people think, 
fatally compromising tlio construction of 
the lino. Failure is confessed in tho im- 
migration and tho Chinese questions, in 
tho road contract system, and in tho ne- 
goUatioua for the maintenance of a man- 
of-war on this station. Tho sadly boteh- 
od drydock, wliinli has swallowed about 
#300,000 of public money, is doomed of 
Huch small importance that it is dismissed 
with four lines. Amended election laws, 
a land registry office at Now Wostminster, 
indemnity of jururs (no thought for wit- 
neisea?) and some other ccumos are prom- 
ised. The speech could not be more un- 
satisfactory. Like Old Mother Hub- 
bard's cupboard, it is "bare"— destitute 
of tho lirot morBol tu oheer the drooping 
spirits of the body politic. One rises 
from a perusal of (ho document with a 
feeling of disappointment not unmixed 
with, anger at finding that no reference 
is inade to the visit of the Marquis of 
Lome and tho Princess Louise — a visit 
that is likely to be of more lasting benefit 
in its results to the country than all the 
measures,, that Beaven & Oo. .ever 
introduced into tho House. In 
the history of the provnico >o grand 
an opportunity had not occurred for a 
government to make the most of a 
fortnitous ciroumstanca; and yet what do 
we find? The presence of the Vice- Regal 
party passed over in silence. Noallusion 
made to the efiorts the Marquis of Lorne 
has already put torth to attract immigra- 
tion to these shores by spreading infor- 
mation concerning our resources; and no 
reference to the presence among us of ii 
daughter of Her Majesty the Queen. To 
say the least of the omission it was an 
insult to the Queen and the Dominion 
and to the loyal feelings of the people nf 
this province. A few months ago a de- 
vastating flood reduced hundreds of set- 
tlers along Fraser Valley to beggary; yet 
in tlie .Spcecli no space has been found 
for reforonco to the sulForing or for a 
jiromise to do anything for the suflererB. 
There are rather omissions to which al- 
lusion might be made had we space. The 
failure of the premier to move that the 
house'take the Speech into considuration 
was a grave slight to his honor which 
one cannot but hope was not intentional. 

The premier deemed the document of 
Buch vast importance that ho asked an 
udjournnient till Monday. Hut Mr. 
fciraitho, who evidently conaidered that 
24 hours uuglil to oiiaMe any ■jinn of or- 
dinary capacity to inastor the barren 
paper, insisted upon loeoting to-d.iy, and 
tho premier, feeling his weakness, gave 
'way at once. The prooeedingu of yester- 
day will luive shown the people that the 
mighty delugo of corruption, imbecility 
and ignorance, by which the province 
was overwhelmed four years ago, is sub- 
siding. The limits of the constitution, 
which have long been submerged, are be- 
ginning to appear above the receding 
wove, and a purer and better atmosphere 
will shortly pervade every department of 
the govenunent. The word.'j of the 
Psalmist may .soon be applied to the 
government witli force and truth: " I 
have seen tho wicked in great power and 
spruading himself I ike a green bay ^tree; 
yet he passed away." "is

Great indignation is expressed by tho 
steamship company at tho senseless rnniur 
circulated. 

'Theatrical. circles ^are.<!dnai3erably ex- 
cited over the sudden disappearance of 
.Andrews & Stockwell, lessees of the 
Grand Opera house in this city, AVeokly 
salaries fell due tci-day. but when the 
f.'i ps of actor.s, supernumeraries, carpoii- 
ti'is and musician.'i camo for their moni>y 
ilie box olUco wiUi fuuuil clo.sed. A largo 
placard was hung out this cvoning.stating 
that, owing to the absconding of the mali- 
ngers tlin theater would be closed for to- 
night, but would he loopeiu-d to niorrort 
by the attaches of the housu. 

Andrews fruinei'ly represented Haverly 
when till! latier opened tho Ualiforiiia 
theater in this city, and was removed for 
improper conduct. Stock well was "Marks" 
of tho .lay Rial's Uncle Tom troujie, 
which he loft to assooiato himself in the 
miHingenieiit of tho Opcni 1 1 ousi' with 
Andrews. They had done u\ct'llt'iit 
business since " Vouth" was put on tlu' 
boards, some seviin weeks ago. Stockwell 
has been missing since yesterday. An- 
drows was at the theater last night. The 
weekly salaries, have, been considerable 
of late, owing to-' tlie 'large number of 
pors(jns employed iu the reproduction of 
"Youth." 

The following disiiatch puts a diftercnt 
face on robberies reported from Carson: 
J. Choatovich's store at Silver Park, Nov., 
was attacked on tho night of the 21st by 
two men, named Rockwell and Tex. 
They were repiilacd liy the inni'itci of ihu 
store, who .sustained no injuries. The 
robbers were pursued by Indians and 
killed the next day at Tuel canyon, about 
sixty miles south of Silver J'eak.

Mr. Speaker thanked the .Assembly for 
the honor conferred on him and ho would 
endeavor to act with strict impariiulity 
and would bo guided by tho laws of tho 
land as well as by tho rule.i laid down for 
the guidance of this House (cheers.) 

The Lieuenant-fiovernor, having been 
informed of the election n[ a speaker,

Mr. Speaker, Gentlenien of the Legis- 
lative .Assembly ,— I have much pleasure 
in mooting yi.u at the openini^ of tlio first 
session of the fourth term of our legisla- 
ture, since tho Union of this province with 
the Dominion of Canada; and I have much 
i{ratiticat)on in stating that the past year 
has been one of general pmapority; the 
coimnercial interests have very much im- 
proved, business men throughout the 
])rcviiice speak well of thoir last season's 
operations, and most hopefully of tho 
future; agriculturists iiave been blessed 
by providence with an abundant harvest 
and a good market ; stock-raisers Dnd 
ready sale, at renuinurativo prieea, for 
their herds; tho exports of lish, lumber, 
and coal have largely increased, while tiie 
product of our gold miiKs, although not 
in excess of former seasons, has been 
liberal, pro[)ortionately with the number 
of the population now engaged in that in- 
dustry. 

Tho improved condition of agriculture, 
especially, has been a source of sincere 
pleasure to all who realize tho value of 
that pormanent and very important fac- 
tor in the welfare of every community. 

The rapid dovolopntenf f tho coal 
trade has added materially to tho general 
prosperity of the community, and, with 
an incraasiio, domand for fuel.aloug the 
Pacific sea board, that industry appears 
capable of almost unlimited extension. 

The importance of making every otlort 
to assist in the development of the Min- 
ing resources of the Province, induces 
mo to believe that further assistance 
should be granted to aid e-xplnrors iji 
their efforts to discover valuable mineral 
deposits. 

Tho Intoinatioiial Fishery Exhibition 
to be held in Loiidim this year affords an 
admirable o|)|)ort unity for bringing to 
public notice in Kuropo tho enormous 
value of our various ti.'?h products. 

■Since tho last meeting of the legislative 
assembly, I ' havifl-Bgain urged upon tho 
Dominion Government the impurtiince of 
opening to settlenioiit the lands on the 
mainland conveyed to tho Federal gov- 
ernment in trust, in furthor*nco of tiie 
construction of tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way; but the importance of action upon 
this subject has not as yet apparently im- 
])resaed itself upon the Dominion author- 
ities. 

The private company who obtiiinod a 
charter for the construction of the railway 
a'otig tho east coast of N'ancouvor Island 
failed to comply with tho tenua wf tho 
statute, and I have brought to the notice 
of the Dominion government the neces- 
sity of taking sudi stops as may bo ro- 
<|iiisile to secure uommenceinent 6f'"the 
Island Railway as early as pniuticable in 
tho spring. 

I coininnniciited with tho Dominion 
government in the early part of tlie year 
with reference to the advisability of as- 
.sisting immigration to the province, and 
if possible, inducing the contractors for a 
portion of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
within Itritish Cidunibia, to encourage 
and employ tho labor of gur own and 
kindred races instead of Ghineao. 1 ru- 
ceived in reply the inform.ation that tho 
government had not tho moans of induc- 
ing tho contractors to employ the doss of 
labor requested. 

I am of opiniun that the subject of co- 
operation with the Dominion governnieiil 
with a view to [iromote desirable immi- 
gration to our province is one worthy of 
your earnest deliberation. 

Haviifg boon informed that after the 
ileparture of Her Majesty's sliips Rocket, 
Kingariher and Conuis no vessel ot Her 
iSIajesty's Navy would be pernianontly 
stationed in British Columbian waters, 
and realizing the grave disadvantages 
which might ensue therefrom, I brought 
the subject to the attention of the Fed- 
eral gnvernmnnt, and recpicsted that they 
would move the Imiierial govornuient to 
cause vessels of war to bo stationed at 
E.squiinalt in accordance with our Terms 
of Union. My represeiitatiuiiM on this 
subject were promptly entertained by the 
Dominion Executive, who instructed the 
high commissioner for Canada to wait 
upon tho right honourable the secretary 
for tho colonies, and press upon Her 
Majesty's government the importance of 
tho maintenance of the sqnadnm in Brit- 
ish Columbian waters. 

Much interest is doubtless tjiken by 
you in tho graving dock at Esquimalt, the 
largest provincial public work now under 
construction. One of tho engineers-in- 
chief has recently visited Esquimalt, and 
his reports and other papers, conveying 
full information on the condition of the 
work, will be at once transmitted to you. 

The increasing evils arising from the 
unrestrained immigration of Chinese led 
me to urge tho Federal GovornuHnit to 
promote the necessary legislation for tho 
])urpo80 of restricting Chineao from en- 
tering this province, and from. obj:aining 
oinployrijeht'oh Domiiiidri public' works; 
and I shall ask you to make further re- 
presentaticnis on thu same subject to the 
Parliament of Canada. 

Copies of tho statute referring to the 
restriction of Ciiineso immigration in 
force in Victoria, .\ustralia, and in the 
United .States of .\inerica will bo placed 
before you. 

in accordance with tho wishes of the 
previous legislature, tenders wore invited 
for keeping in repair tho wagon road from 
Vale to Cariboo, Contracts were let in 
August, 1881, for the portions betw.Qon 
Yale and Cifclie GVoek, and Soda-'Greek 
and Cariboo.

You will be asked to consider the ques- 
tion of tho payment of indemnity to ju- 
rors at criminal assizes, and I fool assured 
that it is u subject to which you will givs) 
every attention. 

I am much gratified to find that our 
educational sysioin continues to produce 
satisfactory results throughout the pro- 
vince. Tlie report of tho superintendent 
of education, which will be laid before 
you, will afford full particulars as to the 
condition of our schools. 

Tho public accounts will bo placed be- 
fore you, and estimates for the ensuing 
yoar will bo presented for your approvbli 

It is gratifying to observe that the con- 
struction of the Canadian Pacific railway 
from Port Jloody to Savona is being 
pushed forward by tho contractor with 
iiiuch vlwr, but at tho same time I feel 
assured that you iviU join with me in re- 
gretting that the work is so extensively 
performed with the assistance of. Chinese 
labor. 

The energy displayed by the syndicate 
formed for the construction of the Cana- 
dain Pacific Railway through tho central 
portion of Canada, leads mo confidently 
to think that the work will soon roach 
our Eastern boundary, and that our long- 
deferred hope of being connected by rail 
with our sister provinces may in a few 
years be realized. The importanco to tho 
Dominion of tho opening of this highway 
across the' continent can hardly be over- 
estimated. 

Ill leaving yen to your deliberations, 1 
feel assured that your labors will be do- 
voted to promoting the best interests of 
the province.

Lo.NDoy, Jan. 22. — Tho Captain of the 
steamer, which has arrived in tho Huni- 
bor from Hamburg, makes the following 
statement at the request of tho Captain 
of the Sultan: Tho Sultan mads an un- 
usually good passage and sighted Barkuni 
light between 1 and 2 o'clock Saturday 
morning. The weather was ha^y, and 
soon after became very foggy._ The en- 
gines were cased to dead -slow, and the 
steam whistle kept sounding every few 
seconds. The Captain and chief officer 
were on tho bridgeand tv,'c orthroe hands 
were looking out forward. Suddenly 
green and mastliead lights wore aeon off 
tho starboard, and tho captain of the Sul- 
tan thought that tho approaching steamer 
would keep her course and go clear. It 
was noticed, however, that she suddenly 
ported and came around rapidly, when it 
was too late to do anything but stoj) and 
reverse tho engines, which was done. By 
the time tho onginos had revolved once 
the captain noticed the other steamer's 
port light coming rapidly toward tho Sul- 
tan. The next instant, with tho great 
way she had on, she caught tho Sultan's 
bowsprit on her port foro rigging, haul- 
ing her right around. Tliero waa groat 
consternation on board tho .Sultan, as it 
waa feared that the vessel, being so much 
larger than she was, would sink her. The 
Sultan's crew hailed the Cimbria to stand 
by, but no reply was received. The ves- 
sels meeting in the fog, be could not dis- < 
tinguiah her, and a few seconds later she 
disappeared. 

Tho mate of the Sultan saw the Cimbria 
coming by on tho other side, and he call- 
ed to the Gorman master to go full 
speed astern. This was done and tho 
Cimbria again crossed tho Sultan's bows 
and then disappeared. 

ExaminaticRi of tho Sultan's damage 
showed tho upper part of her bowa to bo 
split, and everything forward had been 
driven through. The Sultan remained on 
tho Bcone five hours and the captain hoard 
no sound during the whole time, and was 
severely blaming the German captain of 
the Cimbria for leaving without having 
ascertained as to tho Sultan. Ho

A SCBNK THAT BKOOARS D8HCKIPTI0N. 

Uambuuo, Jan. 23. — The Diamaut, 
one of tho steamers sent in search of the 
missing passengers and crew of tho Cim- 
bria, arrivod late this afternoon with 10 
passengers and a fireman of the ill-fated 
vessel. Tho rescued jpa-ssengors stato 
that after having left the Cimbria tlioir 
boat was capsized and they sought refuge 
in some of- the .riggings of the Oimbriu 
still above water. Thoy remained in this 
position ten hours, freezing from tho 
cold, and expecting -jvery minute to bo 
thoir last, until rescued by a boat from 
the Diamant. 

Tho survivors describe the acoiio as 
heartrending. All of them praise in the 
highest terms the conduct of the Captain 
and crow of the Cimbria, who never 
moved from thoir posts, and did every- 
thing in the power of men to save life un- 
til thoy themselvos wore engulfed in tho 
waves. The rescued passengers affirm 
that while in the rigging the lights of tho 
Sultan were clearly visible, and that thoir 
cries for help must have been heard on 
board the Sultan, which instead of com- 
ing to their rescue steamed away. 

A .SUIIVIVOI'.'.S STOUY. 

■R. C. Lorenz, of Frankfort, ono of 
the rescued, gave a long account of the 
terrible scenes he witnessed. Though 
tho officers did their duty iu)bly, thoy 
wero unablo to maintain order. iMeii, 
women and children wore mad with fear, 
and those who had secured plaoea in tho 
boat, had a violent struggle to keep tho 
boat from being swamped. The six In- 
dians were driven away by some sailors 
by ax blows on their hands. Capt. Han- 
son, stood, till tho last moment, on tho 
bridge, but had no control over tho 500 
terror stricken hunian beings beneath 
him. Men, woinon and children, whole 
families clung together in despair. One 
young married couple . ,

The survivors who escaped in - boats 
say that whon they rowed away the water 
was covered with dead bodies kept up 
with life-belts. Only a few wero alivo 
whon they left, and of these as many wers 
taken in tho boats as possible. No com- 
plaint has beon made against the Oim- 
bria's crew, although of the saved twen- 
ty-two belong to this class. Captain 
Hansen stood on tho bridge till the 8hi[) 
sank. First Otliccr Karlow worked for 
the benefit of the passengers to the last 
moment. Second OfJicerSprtUzen waacut- 
iug off the woodworkfor rafts for tliopaa- 
sougera when the ship was going under 
the water, and after sinking ho was pick- 
ed up by one of tho boats. 

KO rOtiSIBLK CHANOK OF SAVING A THIRD 
01* THE PAsaBNOERa.
